Infidel, and makes bim ſo often argue, if God 
could travel ? if the Lord could die and: be a Suf- 
ferer? And becauſe he cannot believe this, or in 
his carnal. Underſtanding comprehendꝭ it, he counts 
the preaching of the Croſs Foolifhneſs 5: and chuſes 
rather to truſt his own-Morality:than the Obedience 
and precious Death of the Lord that bought bim. 
Fooliſhneſs it will ſeem to every Soul, till taught 
of God, and then this Doctrine raiſes in the Heart 
the deepeſt Thankſgivings and Reverence, and 
Adoration and Love to our Saviour, and which in- 
creaſes daily *till we ſhall: ſee him; and then we 
ſhall caſt our Crowns at his Feet, and proſtrate 
ourſelves. before his Throne who ſo loved and 
valued us, that he once for our Sakes humbled him- 
5 and was obedient to the Death of. the'Crofs. 

I need not ſay, that the Cauſe of all the Humi- 
anten and Suffering of God's eternal Son, was 
our Fall, and to ſave us by the Sacrifice of himſelf, 
for this is every where taught in the Bible, and im- 
ply'd in this Doctrine of his becoming a Man of 
Sorrows eſpecially; and if our own Hearts have 


the leaſt Feeling, or Life, we know the Wenn of 
all the Redeemer's Travel. F 19% 
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The finful Stirrings of my Heart © 
VMiiib Bluſbes fill my Face; 
I feel the Cauſe of Feſu's Smart, 

And bleſs him for his Grace. 


Before ever our Saviour was incarnate; yea long 
ere the Worlds were made, or the Heaven or Earth 
formed, he ſaw how all Things would go with us; 
and even when in Adam all died, and loſt and for- 
feited his Image, and ſunk as Slaves into the Hands 
of the Enemy, his Eyes ſaw it, and his Heart had 
Compaſſion upon us. He knew (humanly ſpeaking) 
it would have been eafier to make a new World 
and create new Souls, than to recover us now loſt 
and ruin'd ; and in ſtrict Juſtice he might have left 
us curſed and ſpoiled as we were to feel the Ven- 
geance 4 eternal Fire, and begin a new Creation 
for his Pleaſure; but he loved us too dearly. He 
valued us far, far too highly to forſake or give us 
up. No, he knew we were gone from him and in 
the Devil's Arms. He underſtood our Captivity, 
and well ſaw what it would coſt him to get us 
back, and fave us from periffing to Eternity, but 
it did not avail; all he foreſaw he ſhould underg 
to ranſom us, could not prevail with him to reſolve 
to leave us unhelp'd. He ſaw the Travel of bis 
Soul, underſtood what bitter Pains he muſt bear to 
redeem us, but he was ſatisfied; he lov'd us with 
everlaſting Love, and ſo became the Saviour. He 
determined, coſt what it would, to have us; and 
neither did he grudge all he ſhould pay down for 
us, all he ſhould endure or ſuffer in Body and Soul, 
ſo his poor dear People could but thereby be ſaved; 
and with this View, with this Aim, in the Fulneſs 
of Time, he roſe from his Throne, took Leave af 
Cat B 2 at

all his Glory, ſorſook all his Majeſty and Eaſe, 
and came down from Heaven in the Sight of all the 
Angels, and was made lower than they all for the 
ſuffering of Death ; and thus God, the ms/? High 
God, was made a Max of Sorrows, and acquainted 
with Grief. It would not be amiſs here to ſpeak a 
little of the Nature of the Travel of his Saul, and 
conſider our Saviour in his Sufferings. But O who 
is fit to undertake this! Who ean ſhew forth his 
Sorrows, or worthily tell of his Pain] I am 
aſhamed to open my Mouth in this Matter, be- 
cauſe I believe an Angel would fall ſhort in de- 
ſcribing it; how much more I who am a Worm? 
However, I will ſay a little, and pray the Lamb 
to forgive me that I fail fo much in ſhewing forth 
bis Travail. I will paſs over his mean Birth and 

t Entertainment when he came into the World, 
as well as the ſuſpicious Manner of his Conception, 


and all the Miſeries of his Infancy and tender 


Years ; his painful Circumciſion, and Labours, and 


Travels, till bis ſhewing forth unto {/rael in the laſt 


few Yeats before he made his Soul an Offering for 


Sin. i 1 


In the Time of his Temptation when for forty 
Days he did eat nothing, but was left to be tried 


and tempted as we ate, that he might be a merciful 
and compaſſionate High-Prieſt to us, we may think 
a little what he went thro', hurried and afflicted by 
Satan, affrighted by the wild Beaſts, and pinch'd 
with Hunger and Want, We may not think his 
Divinity kept him from ſuffering by any of theſe, 


but as deeply as any poot Man can be tempted, as 


much as any Soul can be aſſaulted and amazed, fo 


was he, and aſſiſted only by his Godhead to go thro? 


all the horrid Trials, Hunger, Want, and Diſtreſſes, 
which poſſibly could befal a fallen Creature. — 
| 5 1 
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need not doubt but he has felt all what we can feel, 
and has gone thro? the Fire and Water before us. 
He knows the Strength of every Temptation, and 
the great Weakneſs of Fleſh ; and as he was the 
Seed of the Woman alone, ſo he had not the Strength 
of a Man, but was weak and like a Woman in her 
Pangs, and poorer and meaner than any one. In 
thoſe Days I don't doubt, but had we been preſent 
we might have ſeen him wander dejected and diſ- 
couraged up and down the Wilderneſs, now ſitti 
under ſome lonely Shade weeping bitterly, = 
ſighing with his Heart ready to break; and now 
with very Diftreſs wringing his pale Hands, or ly- 
ing upon his Face ſweating with Agony, and cry- 
ing to his Father. As St. Paul's faſting three 
Days was not voluntary, but occaſioned thro* the 
Pain and Uneaſineſs of his Heart, he could have 
no Mind to eat when he did not know what would 
become of him for ever; and in this deplorable 
Condition David alſo forgot to eat Bread; ſo I be- 
lieve our Saviour's Faſt was out of real Trouble 
and Diſtreſs, Had he but ſpoke the Word, the 
Angels, who afterwards miniſtred to him, would, 
doubtleſs, have brought him ſomewhat to refreſh 
him; but ſo great was his Concern, ſo dreadful 
his Temptations, ſo bitter his Affliction and the 
Travail of his Soul, that he could not eat or drink 
*till the Hours of Darkneſs paſſed over, and the 
Tempter left him. | | | 
Beſides the Merits of Jeſus Chriſt's Faſting and 
Temptations, we may learn two comfortable 
Leſſons from them: Firft, when we are tempted, 
we may apply. to him with living Hope, ſince he 
knows what it is to be diſtreſs'd, and is able to 
fave to the uttermoſt ; and ſecondly, let his An- 
ſwers to Satan, be our Anſwers to all ſorts of 
| Tempters 
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Tempters, when they would turn us from the 
Faith, or make us doubt of the Truth, or want 
Reaſons of us for what we believe; then let us ſay, 
It is written. If the Scriptures have no Weight 
with them, we may not hope to overcome with 
other Weapons, or uſe other Arms. Let us keep 
his Word; this kept him, and by this he over- 
came. | 

But now forget where you are, and come in 
Faith to Feruſalem, and ſee Feſus at Supper with 
his Diſciples: There properly his Miſeries ſeized 
him, and his Soul travail'd, and was in Pain. Me- 
thinks I fee his Countenance change, and the Tears 
flow down his Cheeks. He ordain'd the Supper 
for a Commemoration of his Death, and ſaid, This 
is my Body which is given for you, and this is my 
Blood which is ſhed for you and for many, for the 
Remi ſſion of Sins; and when he had diſtributed the 
Bread and Cup to all, he ſaid, Now is the Hour 
come, T ſhall now be given into the Hands of Sinners, 
the Hour of the Powers of Darkneſs now draws on, 
and he began to be very forrowful and to be ſore a- 
mazed, He went out the ſame dolorous Way by 
the Brook Cedron where David once had gone 
weeping before, when Shimei follow'd curſing and 
pelting of him; yes, Jeſus went the ſame Tract 
weeping and trembling into the Garden of Geth/e- 
mane; and then, like one in the greateft Fright, 
begg'd his Diſciples to ſtay and watch with him, 
but all in vain ; they were heavy with Grief to ſee 
him ſo troubled, and ſlept as Midnight approached ; 
while he cry'd, Father, ſave me from this Hour; 
Father, M it be poſſible, let this Cup paſs from me: 
And thus he prayed three Times, and at laſt he 
could kneel no more: All God's Water-ſpouts paſſe 
ever his Head, and his Terrors ſet themſelves in 

wth eds Array 
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Array before him. All our Sins, all Uncleanneſſes, 
Lies,  Oaths, Drunkenneſs, Pride, .Covetoulneſs, 
and ten thouſand Crimes appear'd: before him; our 
Curſe, Death and Hell, ſtar'd him in the Face, 
and the Wrath of God Almighty, burn'd like a Fire, 
the Fempeſt lower'd and thunder'd over his Head, 
ſo that he fell flat upon his Face, and pray'd with 
ſtrong Cries and Tears, till the Sweat with Hor- 
| ror, like Blood, guſhed out, and made all his 
Cloaths red, as if he had been treading Grapes i ina 
Wine-Fat. O come and ſee God whb made us, 
weltering in his Blood on the cold Grognd | See his 
faint Hands ſpread out, and his Mouth in the Duſt 
begging for Mercy for bis poor People! See his 
Hair now indeed f/P4 with the Dew of the Night, 
his Heart aching and beating. in his Breaſt, and 
all his Limbs trembling and ſhaking with Ter- 

ror and Amaze! Behold him ye poor Sinners! 
So he removes the Curſes of the Man who 
ſhou'd eat Bread in the Sweat of his Brote, ſo he 
takes away the Curſe of the Woman who, /hou'd 
ſuffer in her Travail... He lays his Hands upon his 
Loins, like a Woman in Labour, and with Tears, 
and Sweat, and Blood, waſhes out the Curſe of 
the Ground, -and bears the Curſe of the Brute Part 
of the Creation, by laying upon his Belly, and 
bearing the Puniſhment of all. O come let us wvor- 
Hip and fall down, and łncel before the Lord our. 
Maker | This is he for whoſe Pleaſure we were 
made, who now, in bis Agony, prays and inter- 
cedes for us! How great was our Curſe, that. 
could make the Holy One of God fo tremble and 
quake at the Sight of it; and even force him to; 
beg, F it be poſe ble, let the Cup paſs awgry / How, 
great was our Sin which could not be waſh'd away,

and Men. He was brought before Pontius Pilate

ſtruck him on the Mouth: Some blind-folded him, 
and then again beat him; aſking him blaſphemouſly, 
Tell us, if thau be a Prophet, who ſmote Thee? Thus 
his prophetical Office was derided, but he anſwered 
not. Then Herod. gave him to his Soldiers, who 
called together the whole Band to make Sport with 
him: Some dreſſed him in Purple; and others, 
mean while, got Thorns, and platted them ſo, 
that every Thorn might pierce his Head and Face, 
and with this they crowned him; and another, for 
A:Sceptre, put a Reed or Cane in his Hand; and 
then they ſaluted him, and bow'd to him, faying, 
Hail King of the Jews ! Thus they mocked his 
kingly Office, but Jeſus opened not his Mouth. 
What a Sight was the Son of God ! How: glorious did 
the King of Iſrael look! All his ſacred Face cover'd 
with Shame and Spittle; his Eyes ſwoln and red 
with weeping as with Wine, and bruiſed with be- 
ing blindfolded. and puſh'd from one to the other: 
The Blood trickling from the Thorn- prints, with 
Tears ſtreaming down his Face, his Beard torn off; 
for he. gave his Cheeks to them that pluck'd off the

Now 1s ht glorious 
in his Apparel ! But all his Scourging, his ſtanding 
like a Criminal at the Bar of a Man, his Blows, 
Bruiſes, Threats, Scoffs, Shame, Pain, or barba- 
rous Uſage, don't make him once complain or re- 
pine.

Men 
vented all their Malice and Fury upon him ; no- 
thing. but . Enemies ſeem'd to ſurround him ; He 
heard their Blaſphemy, on every Side, with an ach- 
ing Heart. Satan, and all his unhappy Multitude, - 


| ſhew'd all their Rage could prompt them to do, 


and ſcorn'd him now with all their Power; and 
now his dear eternal Father, and the whole bleſſed

the Fierceneſs' of God's Anger, and fread the 
Wine-preſs of his Wrath alone. Tis true, no hu- 
man Creature can ever gueſs what he felt when be 
utter'd that horrid Cry, Eli, Eli, Lama Sabach- 
thani ! It made Heaven, and Earth, and Hell ſhake, 
and ſtruck all with an eternal Surprize and Won- 
der: If ever that was literally true, it might well 
de now, that in Heaven there was Silence about the 
Space of half an Hour : Namely, while the Battle 
ſeem'd doubtful, when Hell and all her Powers heap- 
ed on him Curſe upon Curſe, and Terror on Terror, 
and the Weight of all our Sins and Crimes, fecret 
and known, bowed down his Soul, and the Lord 
ſpared net his only Son, but fmote him without 
Mercy, for the Sheep that were ſcatter d. Satan 
wiſh'd nothing more than that he ſhould ſoon be 
tired out with Miſery, and call for his Angels and 
retire, and leave the World unredeem'd ; nor once 
thought he ſo loved them, that he would wade 
thro? Hell and Death, to pluck them as Brands out 
of the Burning: But Jeſus loved us even unto 
Death, and weather'd out the dreadful Storm; nor 
once begg'd for Pity or Mercy, till in his ft 
Agony, when he had fully drank up the Dregs of 
the Cup of Trembling and A/toniſhment, and made a 
perfect and compleat Atonement and Amends for 
our Sin, and endur'd all our Wrath, paid down 
our full Price and Ranſom, and then he was juſti- 
fied in Spirit; namely, when God the Holy Ghoſt 
bare Witneſs in his Heart the World was now his 
own, and all Things recovered by the Blood of his

«LY finiſhed, and the everlaſting Righteouſneſs

But let us go back a little, and obſerve how he 
porr'd out his Soul. How three Hours he waded, 
as it were, thro' the Depths of Hell, and ſought 


ais Sheep out of the Bitterneſs- of Death. In this 


Condition Jeremiah ſpoke of him, when he faid, 
ds it nothing to you all ye that paſs by? Babald and 
ſee if there be any Sorraw. like untd my Sorrato 
wherewith the Lord bas afflicted me, in the Day of 
bes fierce Anger It was then out of the Belly of 
Heil he called unto Cod his Father'; when the Faves 


un Storms went over his Soul, and when the de 


Haters went nigh io ſwallow him upi But amid 

it all he bad Pity on his poor Mother, and him 
whom. be loved, and ſpake comſortably to them: 
Nor did all the blaſphemous Upbraidings of the 
Multitude, nor their barbarous atid hard-hearted 
Behaviour make him angry, or provoke him to call 
Fire from Heaven to deſtroy them, or cauſe He. 
or Tepbet to ſwallow them up, but he pray'd fd 


them, M4 Father: fergiue them, they know, not what 
they do. He knew Satan bad blinded theme 
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E 
conſidered whe gof they were made and remember d 
they were but. 'Duft, and knew well, when here- 
ch he ſhould ſave them, and waſh them, and 
ſhed abroad his Love in their Hearts, how much 
they would love him and thank him for his Grace; 
and indeed he knew for ſuch, and for no better, 
he was enduring his Croſs. He could promiſe him- 
ſelf nothing more, for all the Travail of his Soul, 


than that theſe ſhould be his Inheritance, and by 


his Death be ſaved from Death eternal ; and this 
was the Aim of the Deliverer ; this was the Foy ſet 
before him, and the Mark of his Prize. This was 
never more exemplified than in his pardoning the dy- 
ing Thief, for he was crucified between two ſuch : 

He was ande d with Tranſg reſſors, and made his 
Death with the Wicked, who join'd to mock and re- 
vile him, *till he had made Interceſſion for the Tranſ- 
greſſors, My Father forgive them; and then one 
relents and prays him, Lord, remember me when 
thou comeſt into thy Fanden ; and immediately 
Jeſus anſwers mercifully, To- night ſhalt thou be 
with me in Paradiſe. Who can help ſeeing here 
a Miracle of Mercy, a Monument of Free-Grace ? 


And why did he do this loving Act ſo publickly? 


why abſolve the dying Criminal ſo openly ? but 
that he might let . and Earth ſee He is Lord 
of the Living and Dead, and can give eternal Life 
to whom he will, that all Mercy is his, and he can 
do what he will with his own? Let none be of- 
fended with this Wonder of Grace, but love him 
the more, and let the worſt hereby hope, thro” 
this Man's Mercy, to obtain Mercy. No doubt 
he now ſings upon the Mount Sion with the greateſt 

everence, and.remembers how he was ſav'd from 
the very Brink and Edge of the Bottomleſs Pit. He 
"ew who had fo much forgiven him, loves his Sauiour 
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fo much the more, and he became the Firſt-fruit of 
the Death of Jeſus, ſome of the firſt Part of his 
Reward wherewith he is ſatisfied for all his Labour 
and Travel. But another Thing was remarkable 
in our Saviour at his Death, and that was hs 
Mirſt. We are ſure it was not his natural Thirſt 
of which he ſpake; for when they offer'd him 
Water or Vinegar mingled, and put it in a Spo 

to his Lips, he would not driak : He had ſaid be- 
fore, I will not drink any more of the Fruit of the 
Vine, till I drink it new in the Kingdom of my Fa- 
ther No, he thirſted once to ſee the People ſav'd, 
he long'd to have the Moment come, when the 
Kingdom of this World ſhould become his, even the 
Lord's and his Chriſt's And therefore as the happy 
Time drew nigh that all was finiſh'd, he bow'd 
down his Head, as if he would take a Look once 
more upon his dear bought World, or as if he 
would ſay, Now all is over, ye are mine: Come 
near and let me kiſs you : And tho' he died in La- 
bour, tho' he was wearied out with Torture, and 
his Tongue parch'd with Crying, his Heart failing, 
and his Bowels dry'd up like a Potfherd, his Eyes 
weary with looking upward, his Feet with Anguiſb 
red lite Braſs burning in the Furnace, and his Soul 
juſt fleeting, 72 his laſt Cry was loud, that it 
might be heard thro? all Worlds, and go deep into 
our Ears and Hearts, that the Redemption and 


Salvation, and all we could want in Time and in 


Eternity, was then and there entirely obtain'd and 
accompliſh'd ; and then his travailing Soul departed, 
and rejoiced all the Spirits in Paradiſe and in all 
the Heavens, who had waited from the Death of 
Abel for the Day of Redemption. | # 
He was ſcarce dead, but a Soldier was reſoly'd 
to know whether he was @ Man or no, and tank

his Spear into his Side, and this at once became the 
Sign of the Son of Man, and opened the Fountain far 
Cin and Uncleanneſs to all the once Toft, now ran- 
fom*d World. All before had been dark for three 
Hours, and the Prince of Darkneſs ſeem'd to have 
taken Poffefion of the whole Earth; and beſides it 
made the Time of, the Lord's Sufferings more 
py and melancholy, and during the Whole 4 
orrible Dread overwhelm'd him; but now all 
clear*'d up and went on in former Order. From 
this Day the King began his Reign wh:ch ſhalt haue 
no End; and from hence he draws all Men after 
him; who don't fit under this Shadow have no 
great Delight, and who don't know the Refuge of 
this dry Tree, or rather this flouriſhing Apple Tree, 
he is yet a Stranger to true Reſt and Safety. This 
is the hiding Place in the Storm. This is the En- 
ſign to which all the Nations muſt flow, This. is 
the only happy Sight for a poor Sinner. Whoever 


comes to him crucified, or looks to him ſhall not 


periſh, he ſhall have everlaſting Life. 

But I muſt leave a little the Travail of our Re- 
deemer's Soul, to ſpeak upon the 3d Part of the 
Text, He ſhall be ſatisfied. 


It is ſaid of Jacob, that tho' the Sun burned him 


by Day, and the Froſts conſumed him by Night; and 
tho' he was twenty Years a Servant, or rather a 
Slave to Laban; yet, for the Love he had to 
Rachel, who was the chief Part of his Wages, 
he counted it but a little While, and thought little 
of all his Servitude, i. e. he was ſatisfied. In this 
Senſe Jeſus was ſatisfied. Before ever he became 
a Servant, or began his Sorrowing and hard Life in 
the World, he knew what ſhould be the Wages of 
his Service. The Father had ſhewn him before- 
hand of the Travail of his Soul and he was ſatisfied. 
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God, even his own God, had as it were ſaid to 


him, My Son, thou 425 "bow Satan bas prevail'd 
over all Fleſh, and has ſpoil'd thy handy Work, if 
thou out of irue Love wilt go down and redeem them, 


7 will make them a willing People, I will draw © 


them to thee Thou ſhalt have Children born to thee 
like the Dew of the Womb of the Morning, as nu- 


merous as the Drops of Rain that water the Earth, 


ſo ſhall thy Seed be; yea, if thou wilt bear their Sin 
and Curſe, and die in their Stead, be number'd with 
Tranſgreſſors, and taſte Death » for every Man, and 
pour out your Soul to Death in their Behalf, then 
will I divide thee a Portion with the Strong, I. will 
give thee a great Company which no Man can num- 
Ber; the Heathen ſhall be thine Inheritance, and the 
utmoſt Parts of the Earth thy Poſſeſſion. A Family 
will I eleci and preſerve to thee out of all the Fami- 
lies of the Earth, who ſhall be ſav'd by thee, and be 
thy Praiſe to all Generations; * And beſides this, thou 


halt quicken whom thou wilt. All ſhall be thine, the 


Living and the Dead; none ſhall find Mercy but at 
thy Hands; nor ſhall any Soul ready to periſh aſh 
Mercy in thy Name whom I will ſend empty away : 

Every miſerable and undone Creature that believes and 
truſts in thy Death, or flies ta thy Blood, I will ſave, 
and thou ſhalt be the Saviour of the Wrld to all 
Eternity; yea, aſk any thing and I will de it; and 
Jeſus was well pleaſed, he was ſatisfied. He took 
a View of all the melancholy and dolorous Hours 
he ſhould ſee; he weighed well what a Price he 
muſt pay down for our Ranſom ; what bitter and 
affrighting Sufferings. he muſt endure ; ; how be 
mocked and rejected of his own wicked Creatures, 


and how feel an Eclipſe of his bleſſed and eternal 


Divinity ; but for the Love of his poor People, out 
of Pity and Compaſſion to their Eſtate, and rather 
than 
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than they ſhould be left ruin'd for ever, he was 
atisfied to be their Saviour, and willingly and 
chearfully enter'd the War, put on Fleſh, and en- 
dur'd as a righteous Servant. The Sun burn'd him by 
Day, and the Froſts conſumed him by Night. In 
Body and Soul he was a Man of Sorrows, and ac- 
quainted with Grief, and endured the Days of his 
Servitude faithfully, and counted all but a little for 
the Wages he ſhould have for his Travel; namely, 
for the Souls who ſhould be his Reward, World 
without End. For theſe he did not grudge what 
he went thro'; but to get theſe, he deſpiſed the 


Shame, and laid down his Life willingly ; and 


even now one may venture to affirm, if there was 


a Soul upon Earth that could not poſſibly be ſav'd, 


unleſs he would die again, he would rather a ſe- 
cond Time leave all his Joy and Glory, and a& 
the tragic Scene afreſh over again. But we aſſiſt 
herein in ſome Meaſure to ſatisfy our Saviour. 
He is not ſatisfied while we are miſerable. He is 
not well pleaſed while we are without the happy _ 


Enjoyment of his Righteouſneſs and Pardon in our 


Hearts, while we are Slaves of his Enemy and 
ſlight his Redemption, or as St. Paul terms it, 


trample under Foot his Blood, he muſt be grieved 


but that fulfills his Joy and makes his Heart ſatiſ- 
fied. when we flow to him. When we will not 
and cannot be happy without bim: When a Soul 


once unhappy and reſtleſs, a Vaſſal, a Bond-Ser- 


vant of Sin and the Devil, has obtained Salvation 
in him, and is deliver'd from the Iron Yoke, and 
fits down bleſſed and joyful at Ze/z's Feet, thank- 
ing him with unſpeakable Joy for his Croſs and 
Sufferings; then can he be ſaid properly to be ſa- 
tisfied,. and can ſay to his Angels, Rejoice with me, 
for ] have found that which I had loft, How far it 
* 5 | 5 will 
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will go before the Lord's Heart ſhall be fully fatiſ- 
fied, he only knows; but he will certainly draw 


vet many Millions to him, till his Thirſt is quite 


allay'd, and his longing after Souls is ſatisfied. Let 
us aſk our Hearts in his Preſence this Queſtion-: Is 
he ſatisfied with me? For all the Travel of his 


Soul has he yet won me, and got me to be his 


happy Reward and Wages ? Or has not all his La- 
beur and Pains, and all the continual ſtriving of 
the Holy Ghoſt to win me to him, been yet as it 
were in vain ? | 

. O my dear Friends, my Brethren for whom 
Chriſt travelled and labour'd, give him willingly 
your Hearts. Let him be your Shepherd, and be you 
his willing Sheep. Let him lead you to his Fold 
and xejoice his Heart over you, and no more for 
Joy remember the Grief he endur'd when he won 
you to himſelf, and paid your Price. Do you 
want to be his? then plead the Sufferings where- 
with he. merited you. Put him in Mind of the 


Travel of his Soul, and urge before him his avail- 


ing Pangs and Sorrows. Be in Earneſt with him, 
and ceaſe not your importuning till he has laid his 


bleeding Hands upon you and bleſſed you. Abide 


his poor needy and dependant Suppliants at the 
Foot of his Croſs, till his Spirit, which made his 
laſt Moments joyful and gladſome, affures you, he 
has ſealed you among his Jewels, and is ſatisfied 
with you and in you. Be you allo ſatisfied in him, 
and be his Joy, and he yours in all Eteraity. 
Amen.
